America and standards of living in 
the rest of the world. 
After oullininf; how that con- 
'î'.*^ developed and how there is 
h const.-int tendency for people of 
less liighly-dcvcloped countries to 
attempt to shore in the wealth of 
the western world, Sandwcll con- 
cluded, "If it requires an inter- 
national catacIysnT to bring this 
situation to an end, then I. will not 
be surprised if we have an inter- 
national cataclysm." 

He said North America's high 
standard of living is simply the 
result of its vast natural resources, 
in proportion to its population. 
Europe's standards of living had 
been increased because it could 
send .emigrants to North America 
and share in the New World's re- 
sources by manufacturing for it. 

The result of this high sUndard 
of living has been that the value of 
labor has Increased in the western 
world, Sandwell pointed -out As 
long as the employer classes had 
controlled government, the policy 
had been to bring in labor from 
less developed countries. 

But since 1850 the employed 
classes had won more and more 
political power. The result hr.d 
been regulations to prevent Immi 
grants from Asia, especially China. 

Thcrclorc the people of Asia 
cannot share in the New World's 
natural resources by emigration, 
Sandwell pointed out. He said trade 
with the' western world has done 
Asia no good and possibly definite 
harm, since Asia can get western 
goods only by selling raw materials

Students' Political Interest 
Not Enough — Pto^ Mallory

"There Is more student self-gov- 
ernment In Scotland than there Is 
here In Canada," Prof. J. R. Mal- 
lory said yesterday. In an inter 
view. 

In Scotland, a faculty member 
acting as Speaker for the Model 
Parliament, would simply not be 
(oleratcd," added the man who. has 
held that very position at McGill 
for the past four years. 

Professor Mallory explained that 
the probable reason for this Is the 
fact that the Scottish Universities 
have an older tradition than tbsy 
have In this country and thus they 
arc tolerated more. Here, wh.it 
university students do, tends to be 
exaggerated in the public view. 
Tho university authorities, are ■ un 
able to give students as much sclf< 
government as elsewhere bccaujc 
of the effect of student actlyitlcs 
on the campus itself. He feels that 
another reason would probably b: 
that Canadian students arc nclth<;r 
as mature as those in Scotland, nor 
as well educated. Professor Mal- 
lory is not a Scot but a Maritlmor. 

He answered the question, "Do 
students take enough interest in 
politics?" with an emphatic no. 

"They are inclined to think," he 
said, "that politics is dull, which it 
isn't, and dirty, which it is., nt 
times. This, I feel, is unavoidable 
because politics involves dealing 
with a mass of people who havo 
elaborately competing organiza- 
tions in which a great deal is at 
stake. If an analogy may be 
drawn with football, play is gen- 
erally within the framework of the 
rules, but in the game, too much 
Is at stake not to make the most of 
opportunities. The rules are not 
to eliminate the dirtiness, but ra- 
ther to minimize the amount. 

The professor feels that parly 
politics, especially in the Model 
Parliament, bring out the vitality 
of debate more than docs formal

London, Ont.— (CUP)— Why. are 
the Christmas holidays so short? 
This is the (fuestion being asked by 
many Western students as the 
Yuletide season approaches. 

There are only 11 days freedom 
from work and worry at that time. 
This compares with two full weeks 
last year. . • 

According to the assistant regis- 
trar here the length of the holiday 
depends partly upon the days on 
which Christmas and the new year 
fall. 

Because spring examinations will 
be held earlier this year, a short 
Christmas holiday Is si^posed to 
be an advantage, and the early ex- 
amination date certainly i means a 
longer summer^hoUdiy. 

However, IntervlewTwIth several 
students showed that a longer 
Christmas holiday is preferable to 
a long summer one. One fresh- 
man echoed the sentiment of doz- 
ens of others when he remarked: 
'Sure, I'd rather have extra time 
at Christmas. I live In Saskatch- 
e\)ran| Md - its costs me over one 
h'uridrcd dollars train fare and I 
spend three days on the train 
Three days Roins and three days 
cominR back lo,-,vcs me only five 
days at home, unless I skip class-' 
cs." 

Another student said: "The 



higher ups may have felt that 
students would rather have more 
time In the summer to earn mon- 
ey, but believe mc, the four or five 
extra days I have at home at 
Christmas mean more to me than 
the few extra dollars I can make 
during the 'summer.

Jewry Here Must Create 
0\vn Culture — Lowenthal

"The creation of the Jewish state 
ranks as one of the four greatest 
events in Jewish history" Marvin 
Lowenthal, noted Jewish author 
and lecturer, told members of the 
Hillel Foundlatlon yesterday noon 
at Hillel House, The^ other three ms' 
jor events, he said, were; the ex 
odus from Egypt, the victory of 
the Macabees over invaders from 
Syria, and the destruction of Jer- 
usalem at the beginning of the 
Christian; Era,?whlch resulted ° in 
Jewish dispersion. 

Speaking on the topic "Creating 
an American-Jewish Culture, Mr. 
Lowenthaljdeclared that since the 
Jewish people ^ started to settle in 
America, the source of their cul- 
ture has been Europe. The Jewish 
religion, literature, and folkways 
were brought hero' by people com- 
ihg to live in the new country, . 

Now, however, this source' of 'cul- 
ture has , been cut off. There . are 
very few Jews left in. Europe at 
present, and . there are' absolutely 
no Institutions of value still in ex- 
istence. 

"The Slate of Israel, in my opin- 
ion," Mr. Lowenthal continued.

"will have little cultural influence 
on America for a very long time 
Because very, few people are leav- 
ing that country, and I hope that 
that' situation will never change, 
there Is no Indication that there 
will ever be an export of Israeli 
culture which can begin to com- 
pare with the former export of 
European Culture." 

Therefore, said the speaker, wc 
are faced with the problem of ere 
atlng our own culture; This will not 
be as' difficult' as'vmli^t be imag- 
ined. In the past 35 years Ameri- 
can Jewry has exerted a tremen- 
dous effort on behalf of their breth- 
ren hi Europe and Palestine. Now 
the need for such effort is rapidly 
tapering off, and we /will be able 
to use It' to solve' our own problems 
and further our own efforts. 

"The basis' for creating our own 
culture," Marvin Lowenthal con- 
cluded, "must be in enjoyment of 
Judaism. We must select those el- 
cmen^ of the old culturci In which 
we fInd'pleasUre, and. create a new 
set of values around them. In this 
way we shall continue' to derive 
satisfaction from Judaism."

Some of the most fantastic threats arc levelled 
at an. editor. Ond of the hardest bits of abuse 
to accept is when a professor calls to dress down 
the editor of a student publication paid for by 
students, published by students, for students. 
The principal or president of a university is us- 
ually the most understanding person, of course, 
and this reminds one of the story of a private 
Apologizing to General Pershing for nob saluting. 
The general said he wasn't concerned about the 
private's carelessness but he warned the private 
never to make the mistake of failing to salute 
a second lieutenant. 

The Varsity, student newspaper at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, mentioned "the few who 
serve" in an editorial last week: "Daily we re 
ceive criticism from every source on many 
count::: lack of news coveroge, unfair distribu 
lion of advance copy, and the poor writing in 
general of campus events. These critics arc of- 
ten the very culprits. There arc 14,000 'missing, 
not in action' who contribute nothing to llic op- 
eration of Tlic Varsity, but deride the efforts 
of the workers. 

''Tiioy have every right, as .students of the 
univertity, to criticize The Varsity, their under 
graduate daily. But they forgot the duty which 
this right implies. 

"Student functions are not spontaneous, but 
the result of concerted, hard work. It is the 
regular efforts of a few which make possible 
this publication daily. Every issue represent? 
some 60 to 70 hours of. donated time. 

"Tiii? contribution is not begrudged. On the 
contrary, we arc proud-of it. But the right to 
critic.'r.e is merited by these few alone, who ful 
fill the duly of contiibuting." 

We arc not prepared to go quite as far as The 
Varsity in limiting the right of criticism for we 
receive much valuable constructive criticism 
from our readers — that is, from the readers 
thc> publicity agents have long since forgotten. 
On Iho other hand, we would like to sec many 
publicity agents face honestly the reasons for 
Ihe failure of their vnrioii.e drives without seek- 
ing to make The Daily the scapegoat.

Discusses 



Porter 
Drama

Drinking coffee in the Union, Stephen W. Porter of the English 
department, looks more like a student than a member of the faculty, 
Howcver,< this first impression soon disappears, for behind a quiet, 
unassuming air is an Intensely serious young man. 

Before coming to McGlll. Mr. Porter studied drama and play 
writing under Mark Conolly at Yale, where he proceeded to tiie degree 
of Master of Fine Arts. He worked for the New York Herald-Tribune 
and drama depar^ment of the P.M. While In New York, Mr. Porter 
and some friends started a repertory theatre with what he describes 
as "indifferent success." 

In this, his first year at McGlll. Mr. Porter is leading two courses 
In the history of the drama, and also teaches freshman composition. 
neallzinK the difficulty of getting the most out of a play from the 
printed page, he emphasizes the necessity of visualizing in the mind's 
eye a complete stage production. 




DISCUSSES PLAYS 
"There is a value In a contemporary play which Is not purely 
literary," he said. "It has an appropriateness and an immediate topical 
quality which stir the emotions of an audience." He suggested "Death of 
a Salesman" as an example of a play in which a neurosis of such 
present day Importance Is presented that It tends to draw the attention 
of both audience and reader away from Its literary merits or defects. 

"European dramatists inevitably lose somclhinR in translation and 
transportation. Jean-Paul Sartre's most successful play on this side of 
the Atlantic is the one dealing with 'The Respectful Prostitute". 
Streetcar Named Desire' was somewhat misunderstood in Europea 
drama circles as it relied to a great extent on certain American associa 
tiens. The conflict between Southern respectability and reality could 
not mean as much to British and French audiences at is did to 
Americans," he pointed out. ' 

"Audiences and readers arc • willing to reconstruct the age to 
projeci themselves Into the times of the great dramatists of other ages, 
Whether or not the effort to adjust to the local, special Interests of to 
day's drama will be thought worthwhile in the future is open to debate 
However." Mr. Porter added, "what is lost In universality Is gained In 
emotional contact with the audience." '

"Drama, when It appears on the stage, creatcs/a^'ihore powerful^ 
unified Impression than prose or poetry can achleve.^'rHe appeal to 
mass emotion tends to work an audience up to a greater emotional 
state than a single reader can reach, thus creating a greater shock 
of pleasure or pain." 

"As a means' of expression from a writer's point of view the 
drama may prove frustrating. Many people with different personalities 
handle the various departmenU and It is difficult for the writer' 
ideas to emerge intact"

Coming from New England, Mr. Porter found the change presented 
by Montreal, with its two large races and resultant billngualism both 
cNcitlng and stimulating, iic was pleased to find considerable theatrical 
Interest in McGIU and in groups in the city such as the M.R.T, 

'The hope of the theatre," he concluded, "lies in- a decentralization 
In New York people can't afford to speculate as can small groups 
nka<decsittral|zcd theatre." Thus Mr, Porter finds small groiips more 
MwiSisIng'artïisUcally than the professional commercial ' theatre.

Toronto, Ont.,— (CUPJ— Plans for 
the inclusion of the University of 
Toronto in a student exchange 
scheme between Canadian and Am- 
erican Universities will be present 
cd at a meeting of the Toronto 
Senate on December 5. 

Fifty universities in'the US havo 
indicated llicir interest in such a 
plan, and ten Canadian universities. 
Including Manitoba, McMaster; New 
Brunswick and Queen's will be 
in the set-up. ' 

The plan has been in the consid- 
eration stage for some time, and 
it is hoped that once it is started 
many more universities will join 
the scheme, and the NFCUS com- 
mittee hopes that Toronto will be 
one of the exchange participants. 

About'the only barjrier in the way 
of the mass-scale' exchange Is the 
lack of standardization of under- 
graduate courses. When the ex- 
changes do start It will be much 
simpler for Arts students to take 
advantage of the plan— particular- 
ly those in History. English, Econ- 
omics and Philosophy. 

The system of exchange wili be 
similar to the present one between 
Smith College and Trinity. Vic and 
UC. The Canadian student going to 
American university must have a 
counterpart at that university who 
will attend the Canadian univer- 
sity.' Currency regulations will be 
facilitated by each student paying 
fees at his own university for his 
exchange "brother." Living ac- 
commodations will also be arranged 
and financed by each student at his 
own school, so that a minimum of 
details win be presented to the 
visitor.

Ing young Englishman named Colin 
Jackaon. An able man, he will be 
^,a:jbor candidate lor Newbury. 
''^Berkshire, In the coming British 
general elections. Having passed 
hlj bar finals last year, he Is now 
on a' five month tour, of North 
American universities. 

This tour Is part of a project 
originated by him, and sponsored 
; by the British Commonwealth 
; University Bureau, to study the 
C effects of thé post-war intelllgcnt- 
'ala of the English-speaking world. 
.He has previously made debating 
, tours of South African and Indi- 
an. Universities. Based on these 
travels, he hopes to publish a book 
In the near future. 

The main points that attracted 
his attention on these tours were 
those regarding drinking, rcla- 
'tlons between men and women 
Btudents, reactions to politics, and 
clothing customs. 
The impression created in an 
. interview with Colin' was that, 
whllé our ■ universities in many 
ways arc more modem and pro- 
gressive than those ot the old 
country, In some others they are 
-very backward. He noted a great 
contrasts between the strict regula- 
tions concerning drinking that pre- 
vail here with Oxford where there 
arc no rules and no harm results. 

At' Oxford, he" fell, the students 
themselves can be relied upon to 
see that - no excessive drinking 
takes . plare.'j § | Anoth e^j,4;Oxford 
reguiation.'i^lirfdlrcct'^Mhlrast to 
those that prevail here, is that 
male visitors arc allowed In the 
girls' rooms in the residences dur- 
ing the afternoon between the 
hours of 1 and 7. However, Colln's 
opinion was that relations between 
men and women at Queen's were 
faster than at Oxford, where all 
women have to be in their coIleRcs 
by midnight. It would be Interest- 



ing though, to have a Bath Club 
at Queen's similar to that at Ox- 
ford, restricted to males who have 
had a bath in a ladles' college. 

One matter on which Colin had 
strong criticism of American uni- 
versities, was that their students 
took far luu interest in politics 
than those at British or Indian 
universities. He also deplored the 
fact that the art of debating was 
dying, but in our universities. 

According to Colin, there is a 
difference between our social life 
and , that of Oxford, for while 
we disport ourselves at many In 
formal dances, the Oxonian goes 
in for private sherry parties and 
formal dances. 

Finally. Colin had a word of 
praise for the American university 
newspapers which, he said, were 
more numerous and better develop' 
ed Journalistically.. :v

In a solemn ritual of mediaeval 
pageantry the third Chapter of the 
Mediaeval Conclave Was . founded 
at the University of Toronto last 
week.
